Happy Little Incident in ‘the Past 
Relations of the United States 
_and Great Britairi 


The story. of President Wilson’s 
desk at the White House is told’ by a 
London,.newspaper, Lt recalls such {+ 
a happy_little’meident in the past re- 
lations. of .’the - ‘United States and 
Great Britain that it is quite ‘worth 
giving olce again.”
